The place was quickly dug up, 
ated bodies of the two boys 


Hatching Chickens Artificially. - 
A correspondent asks us in regard to 


the person who has invented a process 


by which chickens are hatched artifi- 


cially. So as to cnable us to answer the 


questions correctly, we visited the estab- 


lisbment of the inyentor of the process, 


and saw all that was to be seen in less 
than five minutes. The inventor is named 
Stephen Leonard, is a Frenchman, and 
is doubtless as fond of chickens as the 
preachers of Georgia were before rail- 
roads and French cooking came in, and 
as he has taken out no patent for his in- 
vention, we suppose that his prime ob- 
ject is the cheapening of chicken meat. 
His plan is to heap horse dung around 
a barre! to the top, and extending sev- 
eral feet around. Into this barrel he 
sets a tray, into which 1s placed a lot of 
fresh egos. The fermentation of the 
manure creates a spontaneous heat of 
about 101 degrees Fah., and keeps 1t up 
with very little variation for several 
wecks. The great danger is not in the 
heat becoming too low, but too high. 
Therefore, he has provided a pipe which 
runs through the manure pile and com- 
municates with the bottom of the bar- 
rel, so that, should the heat become too 
strong, he can open this pipe and let in 
cold air at the bottom, until the desired 
temperature is reached. 
When we visited the establishment one 
of the barrels was opened and we saw 
several little chicks who had just 
emerged from the shells, and there were 
several others busily engaged in picking 
holes through their shells from the in- 
side so as to free themselves from thral- 
dom. These, we were informed, had 
been in the barrel just twenty-one days, 
and those that were out of the shells ap- 
peared as lively as any little chicks we 
have ever seen. 
We are unableto give any accurate 
information as to the health of chickens 
hatched by this process, but can see no 
reason why it should not be as good as 
that of any other, as so much depends 
upon the teeding of the birds after all. 
As it costs so very little to try an ex- 
periment in this business, we would ad- 
vise our correspondent to do it and satis- 
fy himself as to ail particulars, and give 
us the result.

location of his road having been such 
that it could not sustain itself, under 
company management, and it having 
failed, the appointment of a receiver 
turns no business toit, unless he cuts 
rates so low asto induce business. This 
is generally done; and this compells ev- 
ery otber railroad,operating at the same 
pcint, todrop down to the same rate, 
or they cannot get the business. And 
as the recelver does not have to pay 
ether dividends or interest, if they 
drop to his rate, he can drop still Jower, 
and the result may soon be that they 
are all carrying below the cost of trans- 
portation; and this very state of things is 
brought upon them, by the order of 
court, appointing the receiver to run the 
road without any obligation to maintain 
rates. This is so different from the case 
of the merchant, or almost any other 
class, that it necessarialy forms an ex- 
ception to the general rule. You may 
say, why does the judge order the re- 
ceiver to run the road? He does so from 
the very necessity of the case, as the 
rails and rolling stock are there, and it is 
thought better that they be in operation, 
than that they stand still. In a word 
the road cannot be wound up, the track 
taken up and sold out, and discontinued 
as a mercantile house, that has fail 
caw. And as the insolvent road, in that 
case fixes the rates, for all the solvent 
roads, if no association oi combination is 
made, to hold up rates, as a necessary 
consequence, itsoon drags the others 
down tothe same poict of insolvency 
with itself, 

This not only affects the interest of all 
the solvent railroads, but is always 
injurious to some city or commu- 
nity, as well as to the stockholders and 
bondholders, as was recently illustrated 
in the fight between the two lines from 
Louisville to Nashville. One was in the 
hands of a receiver and the other was 
not, and the competition was carried to 
a point where a passenger was taken 
from one city to the other, a distance of 
185 miles, for fiftycents. Theresult was 


made can bring ittoeither of the cities 
mentioned by fim, as local cotton, for 
the simple reason that it does not belong 
to them, it is not within their territory. 
By making the rate low enough, it might 
be carried through Atlanta and Savannab, 
or Charleston to New York.

Col. Dodge says there is plenty of tim- 
ber in the Black Hills, though most of it 
is small, not averaging more than eight 
inches in diameter,: the majority of it 
being pine, interspersed with aspen, and 
a thick undergrowth of rose-bushes. 
Through this timber the soldiers were 
obliged to cut a wagon road over 500 
milesin length, during the various wan- 
derings that have taken place during the 
summer. Game was found in a . 
and seemed never to have been hunted 
much. The bands of deer, when found 
near a stream, scampered off to the next 
water-course On being disturbed, there 
being but little difficulty about killing as 
many of them as was recessary for the 
members of the command. 


THE GOLD QUESTION 


will be scttled when Prof. Jenney makes 
his report, which will be done as soon as ' 
he gets in and has time to make it out. 
So many stories have been toll of a con- 
tradictory character, that it is a great 
deal of satisfaction to be able to say defi- 
nitely and truthfully that gold exists in 
paying quantitles ia the Black Hills re- 
gion, and miners and prospectors need 
have no fear on that score. When 
spring returns there will be a great rush 
to the mines, and even this fall the hard 
miners are pushing their way in, regard- 
less uf the soldiers, and of the many dif- 
ficulties that have been thrown in their 
way. Where gold is found men are 
bound to make their way, no matter what 
rights may be intruded upon, or how 
many difficulties environ the undertak- 
ing. The roadsto the new gold region 
are well known, and I believe without 
exception, those who have been in once 
are determined to go again. 


THE PARKS 


and open grounds in the new country are 
very beautiful, and will afford fine graz- 
ing grounds for tame cattle. From all 
appearances, the Indians do not appear 
to have used this country much, there 
being but few Indian trails in it, and 
these extending but a short distance, evi- 
dently made for the purpose of getting 
out long and straight lodge poles to Le 
used by the red men in putting up their 
lodges or wigwams. 

In panning out with gold pans in the 
gulches not much gold was taken out, 
but where a line of sluice boxes of any 
considerable length was put up, the suc- 
cess was almost assured, and the returns 
as satisfactory as could be asked for. 
Of course it will take considerable time 
to find out where the best diggings are, 
but enough has been done to show that 
the$Black Hills may hercafter be looked 
upon as one of our best gold-producing 
sections, and a large town will undoubt- 
edly spring up there next year. The 
climate is very healthy, indeed, and 
not a single mau belonging to the ex- 
pedition has lost his life from any 
cause. Itis true that the soldiers have not 
fa:el very bountifully, though th y have 
had enough wild meatof every kind. 
Bears absolutely swarmed near the line of 
march, snd on more than one occasion 
the men came near stepping on the huge 
form of a grizzly, as he lay quietly snooz- 
ing amid the thick underbrush. The 
grizzlies were, a8a@ general thing, left 
alone, in this way following out the ad- 
vice of an old Oregonian, to whom the 
print of a grizzly bear’s foot was shown 
near his house, by a young man who had 
recently moved to that country, and who 
inqnired what it was. ; 

Said he, ‘‘That belongs to a varmint 
we always letalone. Et he manages to 
‘tend to his own business we generally 
manage to ‘tend to ours, and I would ad- 
vise you to do the same thing.” 

Some stately pine trees were seen, but, 
as before remarked, they are by no 
means common,which is strange enough, 
considering the dense woods or tracts of 
timber su frequently met with. There 
eeems to be no particular cnthusiasm 
smong the miners in regard to going 
back tothe Black Hills country, but 
there is a fixed determination about 
them which is far more telling than en- 
thusiasm, and shows that they are bound 
to take possession of the country at all

THE DEAD BODY 


of what had been a stout, robust and not 
unhandsome man. These were the mor- 
tal remains of John E. Wilmuth, and the 
red life blood, whicb had stained his 
face, shirt and clothing, as it flooded 
from ghastly wounds, told only tco 
plainly the awful story of his death. The 
body was lying prone upon the ground, 
within a few teetof the track of the 
Georgia railroad and upon the edge of 
the public road, with the head pointing 
lo the city. A foot tothe right of the 
head still remained a pool of blood. 
The body had no coat upon it, but had a 
common vest, to which was attached a 
silver watch chain, and a shirt, every 
thread of which was colored with blood. 
The feet of deceased were bare, except 
as to stockings. The 


PERSONAL APPEARANCE 


of the dead man was prepossessing. He 
was vidently tail in stature, well-knit 
frame, full of life and vigor, had more of 
a lean than fleshy face, high forehead, 
mustache in foreign style, and short, 
brown, curly hair. Deceased was John 
E. Wilmuth, son of a Mr. Wilmuth who 
keeps a beef stall on Decatur street, op- 
posite the round house of the Air-Line 
railroad. Ile was about 23 years of age, 
leaves a young wife, has no children 
(his only one having died some time ago), 
and was engaged in butchering in con- 
nection with his father. 
113 DEATH WOUNDS, 
upon cxamination, we found to be as fol- 
Jows; 
First, a deep cut about six inches in 
leng*h, extending from immediately unJer 
the left ear around the throat to a point un- 
der the chin. The lips of this wound were 
gaped cpen, but biood had ceased to flow 
when our reporter saw the body. 
Second, a straight stab, or plunge cut, in 
the very centerof the skull. 
Third, a wound was reported to have 
been given in the back, but yonder the cir- 
cumstances We were not permitted to ex- 
amine after it, and do not know if it realiy 
Cxists. 
The wounds appear to have been given 
with the large blade of one of the larger 
kind of yocket-knivez, such as are carried 
by carpenters, butchers, and others. The 
hat of the murdered map, which was lying 
upon the ground near the body, disclosed 
a gash near the center of the crown, which 
makes it almost certain that the weapon 
used was a large pocket knife. No knife, 
or other character of weapon, was found on 
the scene, andit is quite pussible that the 
real instrument never will be found. 

THE CAU:E OF THE MURDER 
is not known, and no reasonable conjec ures 
has been made, unless it isthatthe killing 
is the result of an old feud between tome or 
the parties, revived upon this occasion, when 
both wer drunk and little inclined to forecast 
results. From all that our reporter could 
gather the deceased and his brother Steve 
were returning home from the city,; whither 
trey had gone inthe afternoon with meat. 
They were in a light wagon of style known 
asa package express, jersey, er delivery 
wagon, and Steve appears to have been 
very much under the influence of liquor. 
When they were crossing the railroad track 
at Gunby’scrossiog, a light wagon came up 
b hind them, in which were Jim Hughes, 
Geo. Hollifield acd a man named Duhna- 
way. . Hughes is a@ carpenter, working at a 
shopin the city near the store of Jno. F. 
Morris, lives with his fath-r near the scene 
of the murder, andis reputedto be a man 
of violent passions an1 fighting character. 
He is said to have had previous 
difficulties with the Wilmuth brothers. and 
to have some time ago cut both of them in 
one of their fights. MHollifield and St:ve 
Wilmuth have not been on good terms for 
some time past, and an altercation between 
them has been deemed possible at any time 
or place where they might me<t. Dunnaway 
does not appear to have had any part in the 
troubles heret>fore, or upon this fatal oc- 
casion.
